Day 129 | Tuesday | June 30 | Romans 12 | Be holy; be transformed by the 
renewal of the Spirit; don't think of yourselves more highly than others; we are one 
body with many members; Let love be genuine - hate what is evil - hold fast to 
what is good; build the community; if possible live peaceably with everyone; help 
your enemies in all their needs; overcome evil with good.
